SEPTEMBER 28 (REF. B AND C). FULL MISSION ATTENDANCE CANNOT BE 
ASSURED. 

16. EMBASSY MAKES SPECIAL PLEA THAT COMMERCE DISTRICT OFFICES 
MAXIMIZE OPPORTUNITIES THAT THIS MISSION OFFERS TO DEMONSTRATE 
USG INTEREST IN TRADE AND INVESTMENT IN NIGERIA. THESE SUBSTANTIAL, 
WELL-KNOWN BUSINESSMEN ARE VISITING U.S. AT THEIR OWN PERSONAL 
EXPENSE LARGELY TO PURCHASE OR ACT AS SALES REPRESENTATIVES FOR 
AMERICAN PRODUCTS AND SERVICES. THEY HAVE HIGH BUSINESS 
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EXPECTATIONS. COMMERCIAL ATTACHE HAS BEEN IDENTIFIED HERE AS 
COORDINATOR OF MISSION: OUR RELATIONS WITH CROSS-SECTION NIGERIAN 
BUSINESS COMMUNITY COULD BE IMPAIRED IF MISSION DOES NOT RECEIVE 
VISIBLE SUPPORT FROM DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE.
